STORY OF BIG FIGHT 


British Regiment for Five Days 
Fought in Trenches Knee Deep 
in the Water 

A thrilling incident, o- rather, 
series of incidents, which occurrea 
near Troyon during the prolonged 
battle of the Aisne, is recorded, in 
which the doggedness, resourceful- 
ness, and cool bravery shown by a 
detachment ef the Northamptonshire 
regiment, who played the central 
part in the little drama, may be taken 
as typical of the spirit which pre- 
troops at tte 


Three officers—one captain and two 
subalterns—and about 160 men of the 
regiment had to entrench themselves 
by the roadside some distance in ad- 
vance of the maif body. In front of 
this little band was a German en- 
trenchment containing trom 400 to 
590 men, only a turnip field, some- 
thing like 250 yards in width, separ- 
For five deys 
the British had .o remain in their 
trench, which was knee deep in water 
draining in from the road. The men 
were without their greatcoats, these 
having been burnt during the retreat 
from Mons. 

Sleep was difficult to obtain, as, 
apart from the general discomforts 
and the need for watchfulness, the 
trench was shelled at intervals by 
German guns, situated beyond the 
enemy's entrenchment. To the rear 
of the British was a haystack, be- 
hind the shelter of which lay some 
seventy severely wounded Germans, 
left there by their countrymen = By 
crawling on all fours to this “hos- 
pital’—where, incidentally, help ws 
given to the wounded—hay was ob- 
tained for the trencn, and = upon 
bundles of this, through which the 
water percolated with annoying per- 
strove to obtain 
sleep at fitful intervals. Water and 
bully beef had to be brought up trom 
the rear at night by crawling along 
the ground. for to show oneself was 
to invite a shot from the enemy's 
trench. 

Once the haystack sheltering the 
German wounded was set on fire by 
a German shell. To go to their 
wounded foes’ assistance was, owing 
to heavy fire, out of the question, 
much as the English wished to do go. 
To their horror they could hear the 
cries of the more dangerously wound- 
ed meu, who were being burned alive, 


| they being unable to crawl away. And 


so the days passed. Ague made ‘ts 
appearance in the Northamptonshire 
trench, and this together with men 
wounded, sadly reduced the numbers 
of effective combatants, 

But the true British spirii was aot 
to be broken, One man, a “crack 
shot, wearing a woollen knitted head- 
gear, adorned with turnip leaves, 
crawled out to different positions on 
successive nights, and, lying amidst 
the growing crop, v ed with won- 
derful patience until a German should 
show himself. A pull of the trigger, 
a cry of pain, and there was ene toe 
the less.

The Year’s Work in 


Keoma Municipality 


Those who have had occassion 
to visit the district no-th of 
Strathmore of which Nightingale 
is the centre, wi!l have noted the 
big improvement that has been 
made on the roads during the 
Past spring a d summer. 

This work has been undertak- 
en by the Rural Municipality of 
Keoma, No. 249, and has cost so 
far about $25,000 

Following, Mr D. W. Powers, 
Secretary of the Municipality 
gives an interesting resume of 
the work during the past year: 

Believing it might 5e of inter- 
to you to know of the doings of 
your Secretary-Treasurer, and of 
matters pertaining to the Munici- 
pality I am = making the 
following resume. ; 

DEBENTURES 

During the Year 1913 by a 
vote of the ratepayers, the Coun- 
cil was authorized to issue 
$25,000, in 20 year, 6 per cent 
debentures payable in twenty 
annual installments of principal 
and interest, for the purpose of 
making roads, building bridges 
and culverts, and purchasing 
tools and machinery, and in Nov- 
ember 1913, by Resolution passed 
by the Council, the Reeve and 
Treasurer were authorised and 
instructed to issue a series of 
$5000 and sell the same, accord- 
ingly an issue was made and sold 
onthe 8th day of December to 
May and James, of Regina, for 
the sum of $4665. 

Part of the proceeds of this 
were used in the payment of work 
done in 1913, bridges built and 
culverts and tools purchased, the 
sum of $500 being carried over 
and in January placed to the 
credit of the Debenture fund in 
the Bank, at 3 per cent interest. 

At the January meeting of the 
Council an offer was received 
from May and James on the bal- 
ance of the debentures $20,000 at 
the same price as the former 
issue of $5000, vis. 93.30 cents on 
the dollar. 

The council declined the offer 
made, but the Resoluticn author- 
ized the Reeve and Secretary- 
Treasurer to issue and sell the 
$20,000 at the nest figure to be 
obtafned but +o: less than the 
offer made by May and James. 
In accordance with these instruc- 
tions I took the matter up with 
the different Bond houses and 
Banks, and on the 28th day of 
Febuary sold them to May and 
James for the sum of $19,710 at 
98.54 cents on the dollar and 
accrued interest and on the 27th 
of March there was deposited by 
them in the Union Bank at 
Langdon the sum of $19764.30 
these funds being placed in the 
Savings Department drawing 
3 per cent on monthly Balance 
until used and on the 31st of May 
a futher credit of $103.20 w s ad- 
ded for interest to that date. 

The first installment of princi- 
pal and interest $550 on the sale 
of $5000 will be due Dec 8th, 
1914, the funds for the payment 
ot which are now in the Bank. 

The first installment of the 
principal and interest on the 
$20,000 tssue will be due in Sept 
1915, funds for the payment of 
which will have to be provided for 
in the estimates made for next 
yearas also will the second pay- 
ment on the $5,000 issue due in 
Dec 1915. 

ASSESSMENT 

Betore beginning to make assess- 
ment of the lands of the Municipal- 
ity, | placed the matter before the 
Council asking their opinion as to 
the value to be placed on the lands, 
and it was decided to divide the 
lands into 3 classes. 

Ist class to be 75 per cent till- 
able and within a reasonable dis- 
tance from elevator or loading plat- 
form fassessed at $20 per acre, and 
class lands within reasonable dis- 
tance from market and lands 75 per 
cent tillable but at greater distance 
from market, assessed at $18 per 
acre. 3rd class lands include all 
other lands and assessed at $17 per 
acre. 

Some appeals were made from the 
assessment mostly on account of 
error of judgment, but on the 
matter coming up before the Coun- 
cil sitting as a court of Revision, 
the assessment as made by the as- 
sessor was allowed to stand with 
the proper changes in the acreage, 

The Assessed value of all the 
land under this Rule in the Munici- 
pality is $2,894,665.

Praying at leisure, the ordinary 
spiritual Tibetan will get through tour 
hundred wordsa minute, but at a push 
he can do much more, In his praying 
wheels, with the aid of a fairly rapid 
stream, he will accomplish in a very 
short time what would perhaps be a 
burden to him personally, Littl 
strips of paper bearing orthodox 
prayers are affixed to the wheels, and 
at once they are revolved again and 
again by the grateful worshippers.

before May, they had small hope of 
their being paid before the next crop 
moved, but this year there has been 
@ steady reduction of accounts every 
month, and they attributed it to the 
Increased amount of cast in circula- 
tion from the sales of hogs and other 
live stock. It must & borne in mind 
that not only has there been ap un- 
usual movement of hogs, but the 
amount of cattle offered for sale has 
been larger then anticipated, and the 
Increase Wan from the ranches, 
but from the smaller stock farms. 

Those who commenced advocating 
mixed farming ‘or the West a few 
years ago, when every one was grain 
crazy, well point with pride to 
this wonderful record in hog produce 
tion. may also take credit to 
themselves fo. the increase in cattle, 
sheep, etc., which is also very 
great, altnough gpt perhaps so spec- 
tacula: as has been done in 
hogs.
